General Index of Cities and Towns (Pages 28- 

70) contains a complete list of cities and towns reached by 
this volume, giving population, key to location of various 
points on map, list of routes, principal hotels, restaurants, 
garages, and service stations at important points, and page 
numbers for city maps and points of interest. 
Route numbers are given after towns not shown on the Gen- 
eral Index Map 

The General Index Map embracing the entire terri- 
tory covered by this Volume, will be found folded in the 
front of the book (page 7). This map shows the geograph- 
ical location of all towns except in congested areas. These 
towns are connected by black lines which indicate the routes. 

The congested areas are given on larger scale Detail Maps. 
To locate these maps refer to Table of Contents (Page 15). 

Route Terminal Towns are designated by a large 
black circle, meaning that all routes not drawn thru the circle 
terminate at this point. 

Sectional Index Maps, found on pages 16-27, are dupli- 
cates of the General Index Map, reproduced in this form for 
convenience on the road. 

The Route Chart Page (4) is an index map of all 
routes with all detail eliminated. This chart will be found 
very valuable for quick reference between terminals and also 
for planning long trips. It gives the route terminals (not 
geographically located) and shows route numbers and mile- 
ages. The preferable routes are indicated by the heavier 
lines. 

Detail Road Maps (Pilot Maps) covering the entire ter- 
ritory included in this volume will be found in the back of the 
book, pages 895-1010. 

In addition to Blue Book routes, these maps show all other 
roads in the territory which they embrace, and used either 
separately or in conjunction with the running directions, prove 
very helpful. 

Immediately following these maps is an index of the cities and 
towns which they cover, showing key number and plate on 
which each is located. This index should not be confused 
with the General Index in front of the book.

Route He adiflgS embody 3, list of the principal towns 
thru which the route passes, an outline of the character of 
the country and roads and reference to optional routes. 
It is impossible to give the exact road conditions, as they are 
constantly changing. Current road conditions of main high- 
ways are reported to Blue Book users thru the Blue Book 
Touring Club— see folded post card in the center of the book. 

Irl He tlgCS— Two columns of figures are shown on the left 
of each page of Running Directions. The outside column 
shows the total or accumulated distance in miles from the 
starting point of the route. The inside column shows the 
mileage between two adjacent or consecutive points or towns ; 
it saves mental computation of distances between turns. Re- 
member, different sized tires or improper inflation of tires 
will cause variation in mileages, necessitating the resetting of 
your odometer to conform to Blue Book mileage. 

City or Street Maps will be found indexed in the Gen- 
eral Index of Cities and Towns. These maps show the best 
routes through towns. 

Large Cities have a map of the congested business dis- 
tricts of sufficient size to accurately show landmarks, etc. 
These will be found very helpful in locating points in the 
congested areas. 

Points of Historic and Current Interest are 

treated by towns in the order in which the town appears in 
the route and are designated by asterisks, which refer to foot- 
note at bottom of page, except in cases where city maps are 
published. In such cases the points of interest adjoin the 
city map, and reference is always made to the page where 
such information is given. 

Points of Interest page numbers are also found in- 
dexed in the General Index under respective towns. 

Long Distance Itineraries between important cities 
will be found on page 71. 

These itineraries are very useful in planning long trips, as 
they give route numbers and indicate other volumes necessary 
for extended tours. 

A Map of the United States y shov^ing the terri- 
tory covered by each volume of the Blue Book, will be found 
on the insert between pages 376-377. 

The Automobile Blue Books comprise eleven volumes, 
covering the entire United States and adjacent Canada and 
are published yearly. To accurately record this immense 
amount of data requires the work of a number of scout cars, 
which are constantly on the road re-drafting old routes, 
noting changes, and charting entirely new routes ill territories 
recently opened to automobile travel.

POINTS OF INTEREST, NEW YORK CI'TY 

In this suggestion to motorists regarding New York City and vicinity, 
Columbus Circle, the intersection of Broadway, Eighth Avenue, and 59th Street, 
is the center from which radiate lines of travel as follows : 

1. Through the northern part of Manhattan, the Bronx, points on Long 
Island Sound, and points in the Hudson Valley and lower Croton watershed. 

2. Through the southern part of Manhattan to Staten Island and the south- 
western section of Brooklyn. 

3. To the west across the ferries leading to northern, central and southern 
parts of New Jersey. 

4. To the east over the bridges, which form the gateways to northeastern 
Brooklyn, the resorts on the south shore, adjacent to Brooklyn, and all points 
in the central and western part of Long Island, and along the western section 
to the north shore.

NEW YORK'S FAMOUS SKYLINE. 

Possibly the most popular and the one 
which usually has the best road surface 
is to follow Broadway to 72nd Street, 
turn west to Riverside and follow this to 
155th Street (beyond Trinity Cemetery) 
and there continue to bear left along 
Riverside Drive to Dyckman Street, which 
is the Junction of the drive and Broad- 
way. The latter may be followed di- 
rectly through Yonkers and to points 
beyond, or tourists may turn left at 230th 
Street after crossing the Harlem River 
Ship Canal, and bear left and right up 
Riverdale Avenue, along the top of a 
ridge which overlooks the Vale of Yonk- 
ers on the right, and drops down on the 
west to the edge of the Hudson River. 
This avenue is also a good route through 
Yonkers, and avoids, by bearing left, the 
congested comer in that city known as 
Gtotty Square. 

Those who wish to reach the Grand 
Boulevard, Jerome and Sedgrwick Ave- 
nues, which are the direct lines running 
through the western part of the Bronx, 
may leave Columbus Circle and follow 
Broadway, or Riverside Drive, to 145th 
Street, where there is a right turn cross- 
ing the bridge over the Harlem into 149th 
Street, the Bronx. At the top of the 
hill turn to the left on Mott Avenue and 
into the Grand Boulevard and Concourse, 
which continues to Mosholu Parkway.

To reach Jerome Avenue from the Cir- 
cle, the most direct route Is to follow the 
west drive of Central Park from Colum- 
bus Circle, and at the northwestern gate 
of the Park, which leads to Central Park 
West (Eighth Avenue), continue to bear 
right one block further east, inside the 
Park to Seventh Avenue, then left out of 
the Park and follow Seventh Avenue to 
its end at 153rd Street, there turn left 
and next right across the Central Bridge 
over the Harlem and follow Jerome Ave- 
nue to its intersection with the Grand 
Concourse at Mosholu Parkway. 

Sedgrwick Avenue, which is the most 
western of the through thoroughfares in 
the west part of the Bronx, but which 
is not always in good condition over its 
entire lenerth, may be reached by the Je- 
rome Avenue route by turning sharp left 
after crossing the bridge at 155th Street, 
on to Sedgwick Avenue. 

There is a pleasant variation from Riv- 
erside Drive for those bound from 155th 
Street to Dyckman Street, along the 
Hudson. At 159th Street and Broadway 
turn left on Fort Washington Avenue, 
and follow to its northern terminus, 
which winds to the right down Abbey Hill 
and into Broadway at the west base of 
Fort George.

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scribed, may be reached from the Con- 
course on its east, or Broadway on Its 
west. Those who enter the Park from 
Broadway may turn to the right at the 
end of the subway structure, which at 
that point is an elevated road, and con- 
tinue to the overhead crossing of the 
Putnam Division of the New York Cen- 
tral. West of the tracks is a turn left, 
to the old Van Cortlandt mansion, or 
the tourist may continue under the tracks 
and bear left around the Van Cortlandt 
lakes and the golf course, and on to 
Tonkers through the upper woods of the 
lArk. About midway of the golf course 
in the Park is a turn to the right up 
the hill to Jerome Avenue. There is 
another road leading east to Jerome Ave- 
nue from the lower end of the golf 
course. 

There are numerous points of interest 
in this section, beginning with Central 
Park at the edge of Columbus Circle, 
where there Is a collection of animals 
called the Central Park Zoo. The Met- 
ropolitan Museum has the most noted art 
collection in America, and may be 
reached by turning east out of the Park 
onto Fifth Avenue at Miner's Gate (79th 
Street). 

At 77th Street and Central Park West 
is the Museum of Natural History, on 
Riverside Drive between 72nd and 
Grant's Tomb are the residences of many 
wealthy and well known people. 

Broadway , as far . south as Columbus 



Circle, and below, was an Indian trail, 
and was opened as a Kings Highway by 
the British about 1703 and called Queen 
Ann's Road. It was eventually extended 
as far north as Albany, making it one 
of the oldest highways of more than one 
hundred miles in the United States. 

Practically all of the ancient houses be- 
tween the Harlem River and Columbus 
Circle in this western section have been 
torn down, except one at 204th Street 
and Broadway, known as the Dyckman 
house, and recently restored. It is the 
oldest farmhouse on Manhattan Island. 

Near 181st Street and Fort Washington 
Avenue was Fort Washington. On what 
was until recently a part of the estate of 
C. K. G. Billings, now owned by a cor- 
poration, in which the Rockefellers are 
interested, is the site of Fort Tryon, the 
last stand made by the Continental Army 
on the Island of Manhattan before the 
retreat to White Plains. Beyond this 
point and beyond where Washington 
Road turns down Abbey Hill is a prom- 
ontory (reached by a poor road) afford- 
ing a magnificent view of the Hudson 
and the Palisades, probably the best on 
the lower part of the river. On this 
point the white settlers maintained a 
lookout for approaching Indians, and it 
was also a signal point during the Rev- 
olution. 

Fort George, formerly an amusement 
resort, lies to the east of Broadway, op- 
posite Washington Heights, and is quite

ns historic as the latter, although its his- 
toric landmarks have been largely oblit- 
erated by modern improvements. At the 
northeast base of Fort George runs the 
Harlem River Speedway, where the 
wealthy owners of trotters and pacers 
congregated on afternoons, prior to the 
coming of the automobile, and had lively 
brushes with their animals, often with 
large sums at stake. There are still a 
few devotees to this sport, but their 
ranks are rapidly thinning, and it wiU 
doubtless be thrown open to motor traf- 
fic In the near future. The western end 



of the Speedway is a part of Dyckmai 
Street. 

Trinity Cemetery, at Broadway an< 
155th Street, is owned by Trinity Church 
which stands at the head of Wall Street 
and is one of the most historic buryiru 
grounds of the east. The cemetery, unti 
later years, cut Broadway at this point 
and it was with difficulty that the cit: 
obtained the right to build a thorofar* 
thru it. Riverside Drive, which skirts i 
on the west, is built on a steel viaduc 
at a large cost, to avoid disturbing th* 
graves. 



Northeastern Manhattan and Bronx. 



To reach the northeastern part of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx there is not a great 
variety of good roads. From Columbus 
Circle the tourist may follow the East 
l>rive in the Park, which is equally as 
good as the West Drive, or up Fifth Ave- 
nue to 110th Street: from there it is de- 
sirable to use Seventh Avenue to 145th 
Street, turn right over the bridge and 
east, up the hill, to Mott Avenue, then 
along the Grand Concourse to Fordham 
Road, turning to the right and following 
into Pelham Parkway, at the beginning

trance to Manhattan Bridge. This bridge 
leads into Flatbush Avenue, Brooklyn, 
which runs directly to the main entrance 
of Prospect Park, known as the Plaza. 

To reach the Brooklyn Bridge the same 
route should be employed as far as Cooper 
Square, then instead of using the Bowery, 
use Lafayette Street to the City Hall and 
«ast, across Brooklyn Bridge, into Fulton 
Street. 

To reach Bay Ridge and the Fort Ham- 
ilton section of Brooklyn, the same route 
may be used to Canal Street, then over 
the Manhattan Bridge into Flatbush Ave- 
nue, and Instead of continuing to the 
Park Plaza on the route to Coney Island, 
use Fourth Avenue south from Flatbush 
Avenue and Hanson Place. There is also 
a ferry to the Hamilton Avenue section 
from South Ferry (Battery) to Hamilton 
Avenue. 



Ferries to All New Jersey. 

Tourists bound for New Jersey will fin<3 
numerous ferries crossing the Hudson 
Most of them lead thru shabby streeti 
with rough pavement on the Jersey shore 
but nevertheless cannot be avoided ii 
going to certain towns. The Christopher 
Desbrosses and Cortlandt Street ferries 
do not lead to desirable thorofares on the 
Jersey side. The Twenty-third Street 
ferry to Fourteenth Street, Hoboken, is 
not particularly desirable on account oJ 
the Jersey end, but it may be employed tc 
save time In going to Newark and points 
southwest of that city. 

The Forty-second Street ferry to Wee- 
hawken is preferable, of the so-calle<l 
downtown ferries, for reaching the Hud- 
son County Boulevard, Newark, Paterson 
etc.

The land upon which No. 1 Wall Street 
Is erected aold for f576 a aquare foot, a 
record price In New York realty. 

One or two of the larger atructurea in 
thia diatiiet contain more than twenty 
mfllton cubic feet of apace. The amount 
flf glaaa used variea according to the 
riiape of the building, and aometlmea ex- 
ceeda 2M.00O aquare feet. In a few of 
the larger onea there are more than thir- 
ty-five miles of ateam pipea, twenty-five

Id the historic Inner harbor off the 
Battery are the famous Statue of Lib- 
erty, presented to the United States by 
the Fren<^ Government; EUia Island, 
where the immlgranta land; Qovemor'a 
Island^ the headquartera of the Army In 
the East; historic Caatle William; and 
off Staten laland ia Qobbina Reef Light- 



On the Battery la an interesting and 
wen-kept Aquarium, occupying a circular 
bailding dating from 1812, when It waa 
Fort Clinton, used to defend the city 
a^inat the British; later It was Castle 
Garden, an amusement resort, where La- 
fayette was tendered a reception In 1824. 
and where there were receptions to the 
early Preeldenta, alao to the Prince of 
Wales. Jenny Llnd aang there under the 
direction of P. T. Bamum. in 1860, and it 
waa used as a Federal Oovemment immi- 



gration station trcm 1866 to 1890, when 
Ellis Island was established. 

Near the Battery, at Bowling Green, is 
a new Federal custom house, which cost 
$4,600,000, standing on the alte of Fort 
Amaterdam (1680). 

Bowling Green waa establiahed as a 
park by the English Government In 1782; 
was the scene of a public demonstration 
agalAst the Stamp Act 1776; In 1770, 
when the act was repealed, an equestrian 
statue of King George waa ordered from. 
Europe -and erected by the citlzena of 
New York; following the Declaration of 
Independence it waa torn down by them, 
together with the aurroundtng fence, 
which contained miniature crowna. The 
statue was shipped to Utchfleld, Conn., 
molded Into bullets, and it was eetimated 
that 600 British soldiers were killed by 
them. 

The first Trinity Church at the head of 
Wall Street was built in 1097; destroyed 
by fire, rebuilt, torn down and the present 
structure erected In 1848. It Is the rich- 
est church society In the United States, 
and enjoya an Income from ita propertiea 
of more than a miUlon dollara a year. 
A€any noted men and women are buried 
in Ita yard, and one of the moat curious 
"graves" is of Charlotte Temple, a ficti- 
tious character In Mra. Rowaon's **Tale 
of Truth," l7iM>. The Martsrra' Monument 
waa erected to the American priaonera 
who died in New York priaona In the 
Revolution. Captain Lawrence (war of 
1812), commander of the Chesapeake, 
who during the fight with the Shannon 
aaid, "Don't give up the ahip," Alexander 
Hamilton and othera are buried there. 

In the WaU Street dlatrict the principal 
point of intereat la the Stock Exchange, 
which containa a thouaand members, and 
in which seats have been sold for more 
than $100,000. There ia alao the Conaol- 
idated Exchange at Broad and Beaver, 
and the Cinrb Market, held unaheltered. 
in Broad Street in all kinds of weather: 
the banking house of J. P. Morgan, the 
Sub-Treasury, which atanda upon the aite 
of the old capital of the provihcei which 
waa later Federal Government Hall, where 
the flrat Congreaa waa held, and where 
Waahington took the oath of office. April 
80, 1789. A Btatue of him, in front of the 
building, rests upon a stone upon which 
he stood in the building when he was 
sworn. 

The building ia now the greatest reposi- 
tory of gold in the world, ft is supposed 
to be self -protective, and has ateel doors 
with port holes and an arsenal within, 
and on the roof is fitted with turrets 
from which guns could be fired. 

P^lrther south on Wall Street is the Na- 
tional City Bank in a building which was 
the old Federal custom house. Nearby. 
on Cedar and Broadway, is the New York 
Clearing House, and on Liberiy Street the 
Cniamber of Commerce, which dates from 
1768.

West Street and Sputh, Street, both 
starting at the Battery, one along the 
North river and the other along the East 
river, contain the wharves and piers, and 
bind together the wholesale and banking 
district. On South Street and Coentles 
Slip is the Seamen's Institute, an inter- 
esting sailors' home, which is capped by 
the Titanic Lighthouse, a memorial to 
the ill-fated steamship Titanic This in- 
stitute broke the backbone of the sailors'

boarding house system which once thrived 
along South and West Streets and robbed 
"Jack Tar." 

Further uptown, near the old Post Of- 
fice, on Broadway and Vesey Street, Is 
St. Paul's Church (1766). the only churcli 
in New York saved from the Revolution. 
Among the early worshippers were Lord 
Howe, King George IV, when a midship- 
man, and ' George Washington, who re- 
paired there after taking the oath of 
office in Wall Street and attended service. 



North of the City Hall. 



In City Hall Park are the old City Hall, 
considered a fine example of early archi- 
tecture; the new Municipal Building, 
which towers above its historic forefather; 
the Hall of Records, on Chambers Street, 
and the entrance to Brooklyn Bridge, 
opened in 1883. and which cost more than 
925,000,000. On the east Is Park Row, 
which leads into the Bowery at Chatham 
Square, several blocks to the north. The 
Bowery was once famed for its dives, but 
though still interesting, has lost much of 
its former ill repute, a tame and unin- 
teresting place. Off Chatham Square is 
Chinatown, and Pell, Mott and Doyers 
Streets always appeal to the visitor. 

Further north, on Broadway and Tenth 
Street, is picturesque Grace Church, with. 
its open-air pulpit. On Fourteenth Street 
and Broadway is Union Square, now 
largely used as an open-air forum, where 
divers doctrines are delivered. It is a 
favorite spot with the Socialists. 

To the west of Broadway, at Fourth 
Street, is Washington Square, around 
which clusters the downtown aristocratic 
colony of Manhattan, and in which is a 
statue of Garibaldi, the shrine of the 
Manhattan Italians; and Washington 
Arch, a creation by Stanford White. This 
section was originally Captain Robert 
Richard Randall's farm. He left the prop- 
erty, now immensely valuable, for the 
support of Sailors' Snug Harbor, a sailors' 
home on Staten Island. It yields a rental 
of nearly $1,000,000 a year. 

Bast of Broadway, at Eighth Street, are 
Bible House and Cooper Square, where 
stands the Cooper Institute. 



Further north, at Twenty-third Street 
and Broadway, is Madison Square, con- 
taining Madison Square Garden by Stan- 
ford White and capped with a bronze 
Diana by Saint Gaudens; on the east side, 
also at Twenty- fifth Street, Is the artistic 
white building occupied by the Appellate 
Division of the New York Supreme Court. 
At the southwest comer of the Square 
is the Flatiron Building, one of the early 
architectural towers of the central busi- 
ness section. 

On Twenty -ninth Street, east of Fifth 
Avenue, is "The Little Church Around 
the Comer." 

At Thirty -fourth Street and Broadway 
is Herald Square with the Her|ild Build- 
ing, also by Stanford White, containing 
picturesque striking clocks. 

Fifth Avenue, now said to be the most 
fashionable business street in the 'world, 
requires a directory of its own and several 
are published, covering It from Washing- 
ton Square to 110th Street. 

In the newer and upper part of Manhat- 
tan is Cathedral Heights, facing Cathedral 
Parkway (110th Street), at the foot of 
Momingslde Park. The Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine was started by the late 
Bishop Potter, and Is designed to be the 
greatest cathedral In America, and will 
require many more years for completion. 

On the east side of the Concourse, near 
the corner of I92d Street, north of Ford- 
ham Road, is the Edgar Allan Poe cot- 
tage, where the melancholy poet lived 
with his invalid wife and wherein he 
wrote "Annabell I«ee" and other poems. 



POINTS OF INTEIIEST. JERSEY CITY, N. J. 



Jersey City (population 293,921— altitude 
21 ft.) is the county seat of Hudson 
County, including within its present 
limits the stockaded Dutch . village of 
Bergen. The site on which lower Jersey 
City now stands was formerly known as 
Paulus Hook, and a monument has been 
erected commemorating the battle of this 
name, in which Light Horse Harry Lee 
defeated the British, The city lies oppo- 
site New York City, to which it is con- 
nected by various ferries and tunnels. 
It' is an important railroad terminus and 
has the piers of a number of trans-At- 
lantic lines of steamers. It also boasts 
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of one of the largest and most complete 
stockyards in the United States. The 
city's industrial plants include the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Co. and Colgate's 
soap and perfume factory. This latter 
company displays a mammoth clock, the 
largest in the world, which records cor- 
rect time. The dial measures 88 feet in 
diameter and the minute hand, which 
weighs almost one- third of a ton, moves 
23 inches every minute. The warehouses 
of James Butler and of the Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea companies are also located 
her«>.

The old mansion 
used by Washington himself as headquar- 
ters is located close by. The old home of 
the Colt family, who made their first Colt 
firearms here, is, also in this city, as was 
the home of the late G. A. Hobart, vice- 
president with McKinley, still occupied by 
his family. Garret and Preakness moun- 
tains afford splendid views from their 
summits. The falls of the Passaic are 
another interesting feature of the city.

Philadelphia (population 1.657,810— alti- 
tude 9 ft.) 18 third largest city of the 
United States in extent of population an<!^ 
ranks as one of the world's greatest 
workshops. William Penn purchased the 
land on which the city is built from the 
Indians, and a monument marks the spot 
where the treaty transferring the ground 
is said to have been made. The first 
Continental Congress met here in 1774. 
and forthwith went the Declaration of 
Independence, July 4. 1776. Here in 1876 
was held the Centennial Exhibition cele- 
brating this great epoch of American 
history. 

A summary of the principal points of 
interest in Philadelphia are given below: 

Academy of Fine Arts — (Broad Street, 
north of City Hall.) Founded 1806. In 
addition to comprehensive collection, 
maintains an important school. 

Academy of Natural Sciences — (Nine- 
teenth and Bace Streets.) Established 
1812. Large and interesting collection, 
and library of 50.000 volumes. 

Baldwin Locomotive Works — (Comer of 
Spring (harden and Broad Streets.)

Betsy Ross House— (Arch Street, west 
of Second Street.)

Alientown (population 60,297 — altitude 
321 ft.) is the metropolis of Lehigh valley 
and the center of the great cement belt 
of eastern Pennsylvania. In the region 
covering a circuit of 12 miles to north- 
east of town is produced one-fourth of 
all the Portland cement used in the U. S. 
Lumber, silk products, furniture, and iron 
are also extensively manufactured. Nine 
miles north of Alientown are the Trexler 
deer and buffalo parks. The Trexler trout 
hatchery is two and a half miles west. 
A view well worth -seeing is that from 
"Big Rock" (turn east from Summit Lawn 



on crest of Lehigh mountain). Muhlen 
berg College, a weU-known Lutheran in 
stitutlon, is located in this city. 

Alientown became famous during th 
Revolution when, to prevent British seiz

*Downinotown, Pa. (population 3326 — 
altitude 225 ft.) is one of the oldest towns 
on the old Lancaster turnpike (now the 
Unooln Highway), which forms its main 
street. The historic and picturesque 
Brandywine flows thru the town, dividingr 
it into two parts— East and West Down- 
iottown. The old bridere crossingr this 
river and a los cabin which was the home 
U one of the first settlers, located at the 
end of this bridire, are relics of the early 
daya The battle of Brandywine was 
fooght at a point about ten miles south, 
below West Chester. 

Downinstown is situated in what is 
-ailed "The Valley/' and though at one 



time very picturesque, its beauty has 
been somewhat marred by the coming of 
manufactories, its paper mills being par- 
ticularly thriving and well known. A 
colored industrial school has its location 
one mile north on the old Horseshoe turn- 
pike. Bayard Taylor, traveler and poet, 
was born and lived on the hills about four 
miles north of the borough. About a mile 
and a half northweat of the town on the 
Horseshoe tiiV-npike a monument has been 
erected to his memory. The present 
governor of New Jersey, Walter K. Edge, 
was also born and lived part of his boy- 
hood here. His family has lived in "The 
Valley*' fw many years back.

POINTS OF INTEREST, LANCASTER, PA. 



Lancaster (population 58,000 — altitude 
413 ft.) is the county seat and oldest town 
in the state, having been its capital in 
1799. It also was the capital of the 
United States for one day, Sept. 27, 1777. 
Soldiers' Monument (Center Square) is 
erected on the former site of the old court 
house in which met the Continental Con- 
grress. The old farm of James Buchanan 
is one mile from the city on the Marietta 
Turnpike. It contains the original furni- 
ture and is open to visitors. Eighteen 
miles to the south on the road to Ox- 
ford may be seen the birthplace and boy- 
hood home of Robert Fulton. Other 
notables who were bom or lived in Lan- 



caster include: George Ross, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence; General 
John F. Reynolds of Civil War fame; 
William Barton, designer of the United 
States seal; Tom Paine; Thomas Miffin. 
Governor of Pennsylvania, and Edward 
Shippen, once mayor of Philadelphia and 
founder of Princeton College. Thaddeus 
Stevens lies buried in the Cemetery for 
All Colors and Creeds, endowed by him. 
The agricultural population of LancaBter 
is composed of four plain sects — the Men- 
nonites, Reformed Mennonltes. Amlsh. 
and Dunkards, and their peculiar dress 
and customs make a strange and inter- 
esting sight for travelers.

Delaware Water Gap (population 600 — 
altitude 296 ft.) is a popular reaort visited 
by thousands of pleasure-seekers annu- 
ally. Formed by the Delaware river as it 
breaks thru the Kittatlnny Ridge, the 
Oap is walled in on both sides by moun- 
tains 1600 feet high. Geologists believe 



that the unusual formation is the result 
of a large lake overflowing its bounds, 
This lake probably covered most of tli« 
country above the Gap. Many short trip< 
may be taken hereabouts, including the 
ascent of Tammany Mountain and ^Wi- 
nona Cliff.

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A few comments on the various items in the above list are now in order. 
Any stock car in good condition is capable of making even a trans-conti- 
nental tour. If petcocks are used under the crankcase, carry an extra set, 
or substitute beveled plugs, which will not be scraped off or opened by 
the high crown of a road. 

The one part of the equipment which will not tolerate much pruning 
is the tool kit. We would strongly advise the use of the entire list of tools 
given under section No. i. 

You can make your trip a record of tire trouble punctuated with punc- 
tures and blowouts, but there is no need of it. Start the tour with good 
tires and tubes on all four wheels, with two complete changes (demount- 
able rims, tires and tubes and with two additional emergency tubes in the 
car). A great many punctures occur in the tool box; inner tubes should 
be correctly folded and carried in bags to prevent chafing. Be generous 
with the talc; wipe away the excess so that it will not roll into balls. 
And last of all — if you are really up against it with a blowout and no 
patch or shoe, improvise a patch before you call for help. One or two 
thicknesses of rubberized canvas from the luggage cover, several thick- 
nesses of newspaper, or a few pieces of an old coat or duster, have brought 
many a car safely into the harbor of the nearest garage. 

Buy your oil in sealed quart or gallon cans, and carry one with you. 
Replenish the gasoline supply before you need to, and insist on having 
it "chamoised." Unless your car is fitted with a tank containing a gaso- 
line reserve, it will be a good idea to strap a gallon to the running board. 

Material for roadside repairs earns the small space that it occupies. 
You can often repair a honeycomb radiator which has sprung a small 
leak, or been hit by a stone — by means of a bolt and nut with a leather 
and metal washer at each end. Pass the bolt through the opening where 
the leak occurs and tighten the nut. The washers at each end seal 
the opening between the cells. Carry a length of rubber tubing. If the 
feed line wears through file it in half at the point where the leak occurs, 
slip the ends into a piece of rubber tube and wire it tightly.

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Some sort of emergency tire chains should always be carried, whether 
your tires are anti-skid or not. For heavy deep mud heavy single chains 
fastened over the tire and around one spoke of the wheel will insure a 
prompt getaway from the worst mud hole. It is possible to put on such 
chains without getting off the running board. In using lighter chains for 
regular travel over slippery roads it is advisable to use springs to hold 
them fairly -taut — though not too stiff to prevent creeping. 

Buy the best, most durable jack on the market. The best is none too 
good to stand the heavy strain of the weight of your car. A long handle 
jack will enable you to place the tool under the rear axle without getting 
down on all fours. There are several excellent jacks on the market of 
this type. A ball of heavy binder twine makes an excellent bed for the 
base of the jack when necessary to change a tire on uneven ground; it 
not only saves time in hunting for a stone or block of wood, but will 
readily stay in place. In case you break a spring the ball of twine is 
invaluable; raise the body sufficiently to insert the ball between the axle 
and the frame; it will stay in place and has plenty of "give" to break the 
jar, enabling you to drive much faster to the nearest repair station. 

Do not fail to carry extra plugs. Try them to be sure that they fit the 
thread, see that they have gaskets and that they will "spark" properly. 

An improved type of headlight lens is desirable. A spotlight is a 
valuable addition to your equipment if you are following sign posts or a 
crooked, unfamiliar road after dark. Keep the light down when you are 
approaching other users of the road. Abuse of the spotlight is resulting in 
unjust criticism of it. Ten or fifteen feet of electric cable fitted at each 
end with proper connectors will enable you to remove the headlamp or 
the spotlight and use it as a trouble light anywhere around the car. 

A flat tire, a hot sun. and a poor pump will take all the joy out of life 
or touring. Some of the latest pumps are unusually easy to operate and 
are more efficient than the old "back breakers." Fortunately, too, the

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engine driven tire pump is gaining in popularity as part of standard equip- 
ment. Don't forget the pressure gauge, even though there is one connected 
in the air line of the engine pump. These gauges often read from five to 
fifteen pounds too high because of the additional pressure necessary to 
overcome the resistance of the valve itself. 

It is better to keep out of trouble than it is to get out of trouble. 
When approaching mud or sand, or turning into a ditch, shift to a lower 
gear before you have to. It is seldom difficult to get out of a hole or sand 
if you handle the car properly. On bad sandy stretches, drive slowly, 
but as long as you can keep the car moving, don't stop and you will stay 
on top of the sand. The minute you stop, your rear wheels will im- 
mediately dig in. In such an event try alternating reverse and first speed 
in quick succession with passengers and extra weight removed. Vou 
will run across few stretches of sand anywhere in this country that you 
cannot easily overcome. If the above does not succeed, then deflate the 
rear tires to an inch and a half from the rims. This will give a broad 
traction about twice the ordinary width and by driving slowly you can 
go over the worst sand with comparative ease. Be sure to inflate im- 
mediately after passing the bad stretch. 

Unless you buy a water-proof, dust-proof touring trunk you may find 
it necessary to send your "hotel clothes" on ahead. Suitcases with well 
designed suitcase carrier brackets are all right if you cover them carefully, 
not only on top, but also underneath, where water thrown onto the 
running board by the wheels can reach them. 

Your battery is in danger of being overfed. Continuous day driving 
with no lighting and little demand for starting current may overcharge 
and overheat it. Feel of the top connectors, and if they are more than 
blood warm, burn all the lights and go slow for a while. A battery needs 
water when the level begins to get low, not when its ten days or two 
weeks are up. Every 450 miles is a good average and that means every 
two or three days when you are touring. Carry your hydrometer and get

•Carilete, Pa. (population 10.589— alti- 
tude 480 ft.), founded in 1751. was the 
borne of three ^of the signers of the Dec- 
duration of Independence — George Ross. 
Jajiies Wilson and Thomas Smith. Molly 
Pitefaer and many others of Revolutionary 
fane also lived here. The first Declara- 
tjon of Independence was passed here, and 
tlie original papers of this document may 
be aeen in the famous historic First Pres- 
byterian Church. In the old cemetery 
and in the municipal graveyard known as 
the ''Westminster Abbey of America" 
sleep many distinguished dead. Wash- 
ington made Carlisle his headquarters 
dDTing the Whiskey Rebellion of 1794. 
Be worshipped in the First Presbyterian 
Church, which stands at the corner of 
Main and Hanover Streets. War muni- 
tion and cannon were manufactured in 
this city during the Revolutionary War. 



Old Fort Louther stood on the ground now 
occupied by the Y. M. C. A. The battle 
of Gettysburg began on E^ast Main Street, 
and the shell marks of that struggle may 
still be seen on Carlisle's old courthouse. 
Carlisle is probably best known as the 
home of the U. S. Government Indian 
School, formerly the U. S. Military Gar- 
rison. It has produced such athletes as 
Thorpe and Warner. On the grrounds may 
be seen the Hessian guard bouse which 
was built by prisoners captured under 
Washington during the war. Dickinson 
College, Conway Hall, and the Metzger 
Female College are other noteworthy In- 
stitutions. Dickinson College was founded 
in 1865 and graduated some of America's 
most famous business and professional 
men. To-day the city numbers among its 
commercial enterprises some of the larg- 
est shoe factories in the country.

The ground with all 
of its monuments and memorials was 
transferred to the national government In 
1895 by the Association, and has since 
been made a national park by act of 
Congress. There are numerous steel ob- 
servatories at various parts in the i»ark. 
affording splendid views of the grounds 
as a whole. It was at the dedication of 
the National Cemetery here in Novem- 
ber, 1863, that Lincoln made his most 
famous speech.

It is also the outlet of the vast 
oil fields of the Allegheny and Ohio River 
basins. In the very early days the city 
was the site of the historic Fort Duquesne, 
one of a line of forts built by the French 
along the Allegheny and Ohio rivers.

Cleveland was the first 
cities to arrange for the artistic grouping 
of its public buildings. They are disposed 
about a Mall or broad parkway extend- 
ing trbm the principal business street to 
the lake shdrS. This Mall Is to be treated 
as a formal boulevard With foundations 
and statuary. At one end Of the Mall 
is the Public Square composed of foUi* 
small squares and comprising four acres 
exclusive of the streets which Intersect 
and Surround it. This Public Square is 
the center of the downtown business dis- 
trict and the radiating point for the 
largest thorofarea. Five edifices form the 
Public SqWarcJ: The Cuyahoga County 
Court HOuse, balanced by the City Hall, 
and the Federal fiuilding, balanced bf the 
Public Library, make the four corners of 
the quadrangle, while the tJnlon Railway 
Station on the lake front forms a gateway 
thru which passengers enter the Mall, 
which is 1970 feet long and 570 feet wide 
and leads north to the Federal Building 
and the Public Library. In the Public 
Square the Cuyahoga County Soldiers' 
and ^itors' Monument Occupies the south- 
east corner Of the four small squares 
which constitute the Public Square. On 
the north side of the square, west of On- 
tario Street, is the "Old Stone Church," 
the First Presbyterian, founded in 1820. and 
and east and across Ontario Street on the 
same side of the Square is the Society for 
Savings Building. Next to it is the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building. 

At the southeast comer of the Public 
Square, SSuclld Avenue, one of the most 
famous streets of America, begins. This 
street was once renowned for Its private 
residences, but is now the principal re- 
tail thorofare of the clt)r. Four milos 
out Euclid Avenue, beyond East 107th 
St., is University Circle, which intersects 
the Cleveland park system and is a beau- 
tiful spot for a moment's rest. At the 
left is a statue of Senator Marcus A. 
Hanna by Saint Gaudens. A status of Kos- 
suth, the Hungarian patriot, also adorns 
the Circle. At the Circle begins that part 
of the park system known as Wade Park 
and extending north through Rockefeller 
Parkway to Gordon Park on the lake. 
The former beautiful home of the late 
Mrs. John Hay, recently purchased by 
Mr. James Corrigan of the Corrlgan-Kc- 
Kinney Co., is on the East Boulevard 
on the right facing Wade Park. Lake 
View Cemetery, where lie tho remains of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hay (Mr. Hay was former-' 
Secretary of State), is one of the most 
beautiful cemeteries in America. It con- 
tains the Gcurfleld Memorial, the Wade 
Memorial Chapel, the Hanna Memorial, 
the John Hay Mausoleum, and the Rocks- 
feller monolith, the largest single-stonS

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-eUiiNTS OF lMli.Ki2.tST, 
City of Niagara Falls (population 55,000 
—altitude 574 ft.), known aa the "Power 
City of the World," was incorporated in 
1892 and adopted the commission form of 
government in 1916. It is situated on the 
Niagara river at the falls from which it 
takes Its name. A New York state reser- 
vation, incduding Prospect Park, was es- 
tablished here in 1885. This city Is the 
seat of Niagara University and DeVeanx 
College, and is the greatest chemical 
center of any city in the United States. 
Nearby, on the Canadian side, are the 
battlefields of Chippewa, liundy's Lane 
and. Queenstown Heights. The falls, of 
course, are the great attraction here, 
being the most celebrated cataract in the 
world. They are divided by Goat Island 
into the Canadian or Horseshoe Falls, 
with a perpendicular descent of 158 feet, 
and the American Falls, with a descent 
of 157 feet. Below the cataract the river 
flows in a gorge between perpendicular 
walls of rock nearly 250 feet high, the 
width of the channel being from 400 to 
1200 feet. At the Whirlpool Rapids the 
stream narrows down to a width of 250- 
800 feet, and the convex waters are 20 
feet higher in the center than on the 
edges. Several splendid bridges cross 
the river below the cataract, connecting 
the railways which converge at the towns

POINTS OP INTEREST. STAUNTON, VA. 



SUupton (population 11.819— altitude 
1,380 ft.), the county seat of Ausrusta 
County, lies at the head of the beautiful 
and fertile Shenandoal# Valley between 
the Blue Rid^e and Allegheny Mountains. 
The first settlement was made a short 
distance east of the present town when 
John Lewis In 1781 located on the creek 
which now bears his name. The scenery 
tround Staunton Is so beautiful and the 
region so productive that George Wash- 
ington called It the "Garden of America." 
The Eptooopal Church, dating from early 
colonial times, but twice remodelel. \s a 
place of .great historical Interest. Here 
it was that the Ctoneral Assembly 'of Vir- 
ginia held its meetings duringr the sad- 
dest and most forlorn period of the Revo- 
lutionary War. after having been driven 
from Richmond and Charlottesville by 
Comwallls's cavalry. Conferences were 
held in the church by Patrick Henry. 
Thomas Jefferson and Richard HardiniT 
Lee. 

In 1S08 the town was incorporated. 
During the Civil War it was second only 
to Richmond In fumishlnir supplies to the 
Confederate Army, and on account of its 
■trategic value was the objective of sev- 
eral campaigns. The Federal troops first 



occupied it June 6. 1864, when General 
Hunter entered the place without oppo- 
sition, destroyed the railroads for some 
distance around, burned the warehouses 
and marched on to Lynchburg. Again in 
March. 1865, it was occupied by Union 
troops, this time under Sherman, and 
the railroads were again destroyed and 
the public stores burned. 

Among the public buildings are the 
Western State Hospital for the Insane, 
the Virginia School for the Deaf and 
Blind, the City Hall, the Court House, 
and the Masonic Temple. Staunton is 
the seat of the Mary Baldwm Seminary, 
Staunton Military Academy, and Stuart 
Hall, founded in 1843 and given Its pres- 
ent name in honor of Mrs. J. E. B. Stuart, 
the wife of the great Confederate cavalry 
leader. There are two parks, Gipsy Hill 
and Highland Park, and about a mile east 
of the town Is a United States National 
Cemetery oontaining the graves of 753 
Union soldiers killed at Port Republic 
Croes Keys and Piedmont. West of 
Staunton Is a Confederate cemetery with 
a memorial monument. 

Staunton is the birthplace of Woodrow 
Wilson, ex-Governor of New Jersey and 
now President of the United States.

*Shlppenabufa, Pa. (population 8457— 
alUtude 650 ft.), established in 1817, is 
the oldest town of its county. Here was 
loeated one of the magazines for Brad- 
dook's army. A memorial tablet has 
been erected to Edward Shippen, founder 
of the town. 

•Carlisle, Pa. (population 10,689— alti- 
tude 480 ft), founded in 1751. was the 
home of three of the aiamers of the Pec- 
laration of Ind^endence — George Ross, 
James Wilson and Thomas Smith. Molly 
Pitcher and many others of Revolutionary 
fame also lived here. The first Declara- 
tion of Independence was passed here, and 
the original papers of this document may 
be seen in the famoua historic First Pres- 
byterian Church. In the old cemetery 
and in the municipal graveyard known as 
the '*Westminster Abbey of America" 
sleep many distinguished dead. Wash- 
ington made Carlisle his headquarters 
during the Whiskey Rebellion of 1794. 
He worshipped in the First Presbyterian 
Church, which stands at the comer of 



Main and Hanover Streets. War muni- 
tion and cannon were manufaetured in 
this city during the Revolutionary War. 
Old Fort Louther stood on the ground now 
occupied by the Y. M. C. A. The battle 
of Gettysburg began on ESast Main Street, 
and the shell marks of that struggle may 
still be seen on Carlisle's old courthouse. 
Carlisle is probably best known as the 
home of the U. 8. Govemmetit Indian 
School, formerly the U. & MlUtary Gar- 
rison. It has produced such athletes as 
Thorpe, and Earner. On the grounds may 
be seen the Hessian guard house which 
was buUt by prisoners captured under 
Washington during the war. Didtfnsoa 
College, Conway HaU, and the Ifetager 
Female OoUege are other noteworthy in- 
stitutions. Dickinson College was founded 
in 1866 and graduated some of America's 
most famous business and professional 
men. To-day the city numbers among its 
commercial enterprises some of the larg- 
est shoe factories in the country.

Cumberland (population 23,846 — altitude 
650 ft.), the county seat of Alleghany 
County, and in size the second city of the 
State, is most picturesquely situated on 
the Potomac river, about 650 feet above 
tidewater. It is on the edge of the 
. Cumberland-Georges Creek coal region 
,and its rapid growth and prosperity are 
largely due to the traffic in coal collected 
here for shipment over the canal. It Is 
also a manufacturing center, possessing 
extensive rolling mills for the manufac> 
ture of railroad materials, iron foundries, 
'steel shafting works, etc. 
- The city was laid out in 1785 and occu- 



pies the site of Fort Cumberland, which 
by order of General Burgoyne at the be- 
ginning of the French and Indian War 
Braddock constructed as a base for his 
expedition against Port DiUfuesne.

POINTS OF INTEREST. STEUBENVILLB, OHIO 



Steubenvilie (population 26,817— altitude 
662 ft.) is a most important steel city. 
It was named in honor of Qen. William 
Von Steuben, one of George Washington's 
aides during the Revolution. Von Steu* 
ben gave his name to a pioneer fortress 
which stood on the banks of the Ohio 
where Steubenvilie now is. The site of 
this old fort is now marked by marble 
columns. 

Steubenvilie stands on an elevated plain 
in the finest scenic section of the Ohio 
River. Coal is mined under the city, and 
these mines form an interesting object of 
visit. Just across the river at Follans- 
bee the Jefferson Glass Works make some 



of the finest art glass In the country. 
More tumblers are made in Steubenvilie 
than anywhere else in the world. This 
city has the largest glass works In the 
world. Logan Street, one of the Import- 
ant streets of the city, was named for 
the famous Indian chief, whose camp was 
often made on the Virginhi shore Just 
opposite the city. Monroeville. twenty 
miles east of Steubenvilie, was the fur- 
thest point reached by the Confederatefi 
in the Civil War and this spot is marked 
by a large monument. James William 
Wilson, grandfather of President Wilson, 
was born In Steupenvtlle and is buried 
here in Union Cemetery.

Annapolis (population 9,000— altitude 41 
ft.), the quaint old capital of the state, is 
widely known as the seat of the United 
States Naval Academy, which, with its 
beautiful buildings and grounds, is the 
most noteworthy feature of the city. 
Chief among the buildings are the library, 
gymnasium, engineering shop and cadet 
quarters. In the crypt of the chapel is 
buried Commodore John Paul Jones, 
whose remains were removed from an ob- 
scure resting place in Paris some few 
years ago. Other officers of note have 
been interred here, and several memo'> 
rial windows and tablets have I'een placed 
In the chapel. Other points of interest in 
the city are the . Marine Barracks and 
Naval Experiment Station; State House,

FrBderlck (population * 10p88&— altitude 
250 ft.), the county seat of Frederick 
County, lies In a beautiful and fertile val- 
ley near the famous ClvH "War battle- 
fields of Monocacy and South Mountain. 
In 1755 Washington met Braddock here 
to prepare for the expedition against Fort 
Duquesne. In 1764 Robert Strawbridge 
organized in the county a Methodist 
Church, "the first in Maryland and 
America.*' During the CItII War it was 
twice occupied by the Confederates, the 
second time by General Early, who forced 
the city to pay a ransom of $200,000. In 
1862 it was occupied by the Federal troops 
under General McClellan. It was the 
scene of Barbara Frietchle's exploit made 
famous by Whittler's poem. 

Frederick is the seat of the Hood Col- 



lege of Frederick (Reformed Church), or- 
ganized 1893. St. John's Literary Insti- 
tute, and the Maryland State School for 
the Deaf. It was the home of Francis 
Scott Key. who wrote the *'Star-Spangled 
Banner." His remains He in Mount Olivet 
Cemetery, at whose entranoe there is a 
splendid monument In his honor. Roger 
B. Taney, distinguished Jurist. U. S. Sena- 
tor from Maryland, and Chief Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, in 
which capacity he handed down the fa- 
mous Dred Scott decision and declared 
the Missouri Compromise unconstitu- 
tional, is buried in the Roman Catholic 
Churchyard here. This city Is also the 
birthplace of Admiral Winfleld Scott 
Schley, the rescuer of the Greely Arctic 
expedition and hero of Santiago.

Zooloerical 



Washington, the capital of the United 
States, is located in the District of Co- 
lumbia, with which it is conterminous. 
and on left bank of the Potomac river at 
the head of the tidewater and of naviga- 
tion. The site of the city is beautiful and 
picturesque. The Potomac is here a mile 
wide, and is Joined at this point by two 
tributaries, the Anacostia or Bastem 
Branch, and Rock Creek. The land along 
the river is low, but gradually rises to an 
elevation of 100 feet in the parts of the 
rity more remote from the river. Here It 
is enctrcled by hills forming the edge of 
a plateau 300-420 feet high. The plan of 
the city was made in anticipation of a 
great metropolis and was drawn in 1791 
by Pierre Charles L*Enfant, a French en- 
gineer who served in the Revolutionary 
War. The design was made under the 
direction and in execution of the general 
idea of President Washington, and Is 
universally conceded to be the most per- 
fect and most artistic city scheme ever 
carried out. 

The city Is laid out with the Capitol 
for a center and with rectangularly dis- 
posed streets running east and west and 
north and . south and intersected by 21 
beautiful avenues radiating diagonally 
from the Capitol and of great width and 
named for the States of the Union. The 
streets running east and west are named 
from the letters of the alphabet and those 
running north and south are numbered. 
The avenues form at the intersection with 
the rectangular streets 302 open "circles" 
In which beautiful monuments have been 
erected to men famed in the annals of 
tb^jBHUyon. The streets are from 80-160 
fe«C~^)yf3e, paved with asphalt, and lined 
■ Hliliririii and bordered by cement walks. 
Tlie momt famous of the avenues is Penn- 
■■^l^^l^ Avenue, running from Anacostia 
Rhrgr im the eastern boundary of the city 
to ".Rode Creek on the western boundary. 
Its main portion connects the Capitol with 
the Treasury Building and this with the 
White House. Other prominent avenues 
are Maasachusetta Avenue, parallel to 
Pennsylvania Avenue, and Connecticut 
Aventi* eroasing both. These with K and 
Sixteenth Streets are the finest residen- 
tial aecl^n. The most important business 
thorofare is F Street N. W. and F and G 
Streets flrom Seveivth to Fifteenth are the 
chief retail trade centers. 

SoiKth .of Pennsylvania Avenue is the 
Ifsn, «'S>ark extending from the Capitol 
growcUklf west to the river. Aside from 
the ICaitl the original plans for the city 
made no provision for parks other than 
the little circles or parka at street inters 
sections. In pursuance of the original 
plan this system of little parks is to re- 
main a feature of the city, but Potomac 
Park, a domain of 739 acres reclaimed 
from the Potomac, has been added. It is 
practteaUr a continnatlDn at the lian and 



will afford fine river drives, 
and Rock Creek Parks are also large pub- 
lic reservations. 

The neoclassic style of the principal 
Government buildings has influenced the 
architectural character of the city. At 
the time it was founded there was a re- 
vival of Roman architecture and this was 
later modified by a Greek revival. AU 
the earlier and some of the later public 
buildings have been erected in one or the 
other of these two styles or in a blending 
of the two. As a result the whole city 
has an air of dignified splendor not found 
in any other of modem times. 

Among the residences erected in Wash- 
ington by wealthy Americans are those 
of the Leiter, Townsend, Walsh, Hay, 
Warder, Anderson, Boardman, Page and 
Patterson families. Noted clubs which . 
have homes of their own are the Cosmos, 
the Metropolitan, the Army and Navy, 
the University, the Washington (for wo- 
men), the Country, and the Chevy Chase. 
The Gridiron Club is a dining club of 
newspaper men which has acquired na- 
tional reputation. 

The educational institutions are numer- 
ous and include George Washington Uni- 
versity, Georgetown University, Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, Howard University 
for Negroes, and the Columbian Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb. Among the 
more prominent charitable institutions are 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital for the Insane, the 
Providence. Garfield, Children's. Emer- 
gency, and Episcopal Eye, Ear and 
Throat Hospitals, and the Louise Home for 
Gentlewomen Without Means. The Amer- 
ican Red Cross, now so active, also has 
its headquarters in Washington. The 
leading theaters are the Columbia, the 
National -and the Belasco. 

For a number of years after the Revo- 
lution the United States had no perma- 
nent capital. At last a compromise was 
effected, largely in deference to Washing- 
ton's Judgment, and the Potomac country 
was selected, Virginia and Maryland each 
ceding a tract to the Federal Government. 
Congress authorised Washington to select 
the site and mark the boundaries. This 
he did in 1791 and L'Enfant was called 
upon to draw a plan, In accordance with 
which Andrew Elllcott laid out the city. 
In 1791 the name Columbia was adopted 
for the District and Washington for the 
city. The District was originally 10 miles 
square, but In 1846 the Virginia area was 
ceded back to that State, leaving the ac- 
tual area of the District 70 square miles 
at the present time. According to agree- 
ment the land for streets and avenuos 
was given to the United States by the 
proprietors, bu^ the land laid out in lots 
was divided equally between the Govern- 
ment and the proprietors, and certain 
other portions were purchased at a nom- 
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iiial price by the Oovernmentr--A i>art of 
the money for the erection of public 
buildings was obtained by the sale of the 
lots thus acquired. Washington foresaw 
the need of a great national capital, and 
the plans were drawn on such a large 
scale that during the early years the con- 
trast between the size of the actual and 
the proposed city was such that Wash- 
ington was derisively called the "City of 
Magnificent Distances/' the "City of 
Streets Without Houses*" and the "Wil- 
derness City," and the "Capital of Miser- 
able Huts." 

In 1800 the north or cornerstone section 
of the Capitol being finished, the archives 
were transferred from Philadelphia, and 
Congress held its first session here In No- 
vember, 1800. One who visited the city at 
this time wrote: "The Capitol Is on an 
eminence near the center of the immense 
country called here the city. There Is one 
good tavern and several other houses are 
finished or being built." To-day the city 
covers the entire 70 square miles of the 
District. 

In 1814 an English force under General 
Ross and Admiral Cockburn defeated the 
Americans at Bladenburg and advanced 
upon Washington and burned the Capitol, 
the White House and other public build- 
ings. At the beginning of the Civil War 
Washlnerton was fortified with a circle of 
68 forts, 98 batteries, 401 emplacements, 
and 20 miles of infantry trenches. These 
works, with the exception of Fort Meyer 
on Arlington Heights, have not been used 
since the Civil War. During that struggle 
the city was repeatedly threatened by the 
Confederate forces, who at one time were 
only 30 miles away. It was the largest 
supply depot of the Federals, and the 
largest base hospital, the churches, public 
buildings and at times even the Capitol

itself being given up to hospital use. Ot 
May 23 and 24, 1866. President Andrew H 
Johnson reviewed the Federal Veterans ol 
the Civil War in Washington. This wai 
the greatest military pageant ever wit< 
nessed in America. 

In 1871 began what is known as thi 
"Renaissance of Washington." Vast mu^ 
nicipal improvements were carried out 
under the leadership of Alexander K 
Shepherd, Governor of the District. Thi« 
reconstruction of the city was accom^ 
panied by such extravagance and wast4 
and the territorial debt was so increased 
that in 1874 Congress changed the fora 
of the government of the city. It is noiw 
administered by a board of three commia. 
sioners, two of whom are from civil lifi 
and the third from the Engineer Corp4 
of the United States Army. The ciUzeni 
are without the right of suffrage in locaj 
or national affairs. 

At the close of the Spanish -Americas 
War a review of the returned aoldiert 
was held in Washington, sind in 1900 th< 
Centennial of the location of the national 
capital here was observed with appro^ 
priate ceremonies. 

Among the numerous side trips from 
Washington no tourist should omit Mount 
Vernon, the home of Washington. 16 mllei 
below the city, or Arlington, the beautiful 
national cemetery on the Virginia shore 
overlooking the city, and Fort Meyer, aa 
well as the beautiful Soldiers' Home. 

Fort Washington, Fort Hunt, the Ma^ 
rine Training Camp^ at Quantico, Va., th« 
Officers Reserve Corps Camp at Belvoir, 
Va., and Camp Meade at Admiral, Md.^ 
are all very active at this time, owing to 
present war conditions, and offer inters 
eating side trips, ranging in distance ftrom 
fifteen to forty miles from Washington.

Roate Center — ^A point between the Executive Mansion and La- 
f ajrette Square has been chosen as the starting point for all routes in 
this section, although Washington was originally laid out by LnBnfant 
with the Capitol as the focal center. 

The City in General — The present population of the city is in the 
neighborhood of 850,000; of this figure, about 250,000 are white, and 
the remaining 100,000 colored. Washington is divided into four sec- 
tions called N. E., N. W., S. E. and S. W., respectively, but the prin- 
cipal residence and business section, with nine-tenths of the points of 
interest, occupies the N. W. Quarter. The width of the avenues is 
from 120 to 160 feet, and the width of the streets from 80 to 120 feet 
The principal business streets are Pennsylvania Avenue, F, 7th, 9th 
and 14th Streets. Pennsylvania Avenue connects the Capitol with the 
White House, and is perhaps the most important street in the city; 
unfortunately, however, the lower part of it is still occupied to a cer- 
tain extent by a cheaper class of hotels and stores. These, however, 
must eventually disappear, and then Pennsylvania Avenue will take 
its rank as one of the finest thoroughfares in the world. Chief among 
the many handsome residence streets are Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
New Hampshire and Vermont Avenues. 

Points of Interest — The main attractions of Washington are always 
its splendid public building, and the map on pages 788-789 should 
prove very valuable in making a sight-seeing trip around the city. A 
brief summary of the more important buildincrs, together with their 
location and visiting hours, is given on page 787. . 

Arlington, the former home of Gen. Robert E. Lee, was built by 
George Washington Parke Custis, grandson of Martha Washington 
and father of Mrs. Robert E. Lee, in 1802.

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On the Virginia side, across the Potomac, the imposing towers of 
the Arlington Naval Radio Station pierce the horizon. This is con- 
sidered the most powerful wireless plant in the world. 

l>epartment of Agriculture (8) — The year 1862 marked the great- 
est event in American agriculture, when the Federal Department of 
Agriculture was organized. Since then this department has had a 
more rapid growth than any other governmental branch. It includes 
the Weather Bureau, Departments of Public Roads, Markets, Plant 
Industry, Soil Survey, Animal Industry, Forest Service and the 
Bureaus of Chemistry and Entomology.

Alexandria, on the Virginia side of the Potomac, has much of his- 
torical interest for the tourist. Georgetown, now West Washington, 
is the site of Georgetown University. 

Other points well worth a visit are Rock Creek Park and Chery 
Chase. At Chevy Chase are located the famous Chevy Chase Club 
and the Columbia Country Club. 

Memorial Continental Hall (55), erected by the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, is an exquisite example of 
Colonial architecture. • The beautiful south portico is unique by reason 
of the thirteen solid marble columns, a gift from the States forming 
the Original Thirteen Colonies. 

The famous Corcoran Art Gallery (57) was founded and endowed 
by thie late William W. Corcoran in 1869, a gift to the people. Below 
the elaborately carved cornice runs a frieze bearing the names of 
eleven famous sculptors and painters. 

Bureau of Engraving and Printing (10) — An important adjunct to, 
and under the direction of, the Treasury, is the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. The new building, just completed, is the finest work- 
shop in the world. 

The old Ford's Theater (65) is the place where Lincoln was assassi- 
nated on April 14, 1865. Now owned by the Government. 

The Fort Myer Reservation (15), contains much of interest. 

Two landmarks seen upon the hills surrounding Washington are 
the Lee Mansion, at Arlington, Va., on the west, and the Soldiers* 
Home (27) to the north. 

Library of Congress (85) — The best example of exclusive Ameri- 
can art in Washington is the Library of Congress, situated just east 
of the Capitol. Built primarily for Congressmen, this great store- 
house of valuable books and works of art is used more freely by the 
people than almost any other library in the world. Its interior is the 
most inspiring and marvelous combination of gold, silver, rare marbles 
and mosaic on so gigantic a scale as is to be found in America.

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The Lincoln Memorial (11) now under construction in Potomac 
Park, will probably be completed this year. Its construction is of Colo- 
rado white Yule marble and is to cost $2,000,000. Its height will be 123 
feet from the Park level, the length 204 feet and depth 134 feet. The 
Central Hall will be 60 feet high, 70 feet long, and 60 feet wide, and 
will contain a large statue of the martyred President. 

The Municipal Building (60), constructed of Vermont white marble 
at a cost of $2,000,000, is an excellent example of the present-day tend- 
ency to construct public buildings of the greatest beauty.

The Pension Office (76) is reputed to be the largest brick building 
under one roof. A distinctive feature is the terra-cotta frieze en- 
circling the building above the first story window, portraying a 
spirited procession of soldiers, infantry, cavalry and artillery. 

The new Washington City Post Office (78), adjoining Union Station, 
is the most recent addition to Washington's beautiful buildings. 

Senate (82) and House (86) Office Buildings^To the southeast of 
the House of Congress, about one block distant, is the beautiful new 
office building for Representatives; and in a corresponding position, to 
the northeast of the Senate, and connected with it by a subway, is an 
office building of like design for Senators. 

The origin of the Smithsonian Institution (7) was as strange as 
it has been beneficent. The donor, an Englishman, with the assumed 
name of Smithson, bequeathed his fortune of over $500,000 ''for the 
establishment of an institution in Washington for the diffusion of 
knowledge among men." The new and old National Museum and the 
Zoological Park come under its jurisdiction. 

The National Capitol (1) — This beautiful structure, which covers 
nearly four acres, fronts east and stands on a plateau 88 feet above 
the level of the Potomac. The great cast-iron dome (from which a 
magnificent view may be obtained), weighing 4500 tons and costing 
$1,000,000, required eight years in its construction. To the north* 
nearest the Union Station, is the Senate wing of the Capitol. The 
Senate Chamber is located in the center of the building. The Presi- 
dent's Room, that of the Vice-President, and the Marble Room are 
opposite the corridor from the Senate Chamber. These sumptuously 
furnished and magnificentiy finished rooms defy description. Con- 
nected with the new Senate wing by a corridor is the old Senate 
Chamber, now used by the Supreme Court To the south is the great 
awe-inspiring Rotunda, 300 feet in circumference and over 180 feet 
in height, adorned with marvelous life-size paintings and beautiful 
statuary. Passing through another corridor, we come to the old House 
of Representatives, now the Hall of Statuary. In this Hall each State 
may contribute bronze or marble statues of two of her most illus- 
trious soldiers or statesmen. The south wing of the Capitol, adjoin-

The Soldiers' Home (27), a beautiful stretch of rolling country^ 
comprising 512 acres, consists of five dormitories with every modem 
convenience, a hospital, chapel, library and various other buildings. 

The immense granite State, War and Navy Building (62) covers 
4H acres and contains 6(H) rooms, with two miles of marble corridors. 
It was completed in 1893 at a cost of $11,000,000. A beautiful new 
building on New York Avenue for the Navy and several others for 
the War Department are also occupied. Tne Department of State 
guards the original Declaration of Independence and the Constitution 
of the United States in its fireproof vaults. The sword of Washingtoiu 
a staff belonging to Franklin, the original Great Seal of the United 
States, and many other relics, are on exhibit. 

The Treasury Building (61) — ^This splendid structure, just east of 
the White House, is in everv way the most substantially built of public 
buildings. It is 450 feet long, 250 feet wide, and was completed in 
1867, at a cost of $7,000,000. 

Another distinctive Washington building is the new railway ter- 
minal. Union Station (80), in front of which is the splendid Columbus 
Memorial Fountain. The station affords a most fitting and dignified 
entrance to the National Capital.

The Washington Monument (9) is an imposing mass of white marble 
rising from an elevation on the Mall near the Potomac. It was begun 
in 1848, and dedicated on Washington's birthday. 1886. Its height 
from the entrance floor to its verv tip is 656^ feet. No visitor to 
Washington should fail to make the ascent, for no finer view of the 
beautiful city, the surrounding hills and the winding Potomac can be 
had than from the observation point, at a height of 504 feet. 

The White House or Executive Mansion (BS) — The home of the 
President is a beautiful and dignified white buildmg of Virgrinia free- 
stone, two stories high. George Washington was present at the lasring 
of the cornerstone in 1792, and this was the first public building 
erected in the city. John Adams, our second president, was its first 
occupant (1800). In 1814 the British set fire to the building. Upon 
completion of repairs, it was painted white to cover up the ravages 
of the fire, and the building now receives an annual 'Sniitewashing," 
as the papers have it. 

The Zoological Park (22), located in Rock Greek Valley, comprises 
167 acres of picturesque country. It contains about 1400 animals 
from all parts of the world.

•Fredericksburg, Va. (population 6600 — 
altitude 42 ft.) in Spotsylvania County, 
is situated on the right or south bank of 
the Rappahannock River at the head of 
tidewater. Several bridges cross the river 
and Just above the city a dam 900 feet 
long and 18 feet high afPords valuable 
water power for the Industries, which in- 
clude manufactures of flour, silk, woolen 
goods, iron, paper, and agricultural im- 
plements. 

The city possesses two public libraries, 
and the famous Stonewall (Confederate) 
and National Cemeteries, the latter having 
15.300 graves. Here also may be seen the 
homes of Washington and of Paul Jones, 
the Revolutionary naval hero. A monu- 
ment has been erected to George Wash- 
ington's mother, who died in Fredericks- 
burg in 1789. There is also a monument 
to General Hugh Mercer, distinguished 
Colonial officer, who was severely wound- 
ed in Braddock's attack on Fort D'u- 
Quesne, who afterward fought in the 
Revolution and was mortally wounded at 
the battle of Princeton. 

Fredericksburg flrst appears in history 
as the scene of Capt. John Smith's battle 
with the Rappahannock Indians in 1608. 
It was settled in 1727 and named in honor 
of the Prince of Wales. It was the home 
not only of Washington and General Mer- 
cer, but also of the other Revolutionary 
officers. During the Civil War Freder- 
icksburg changed hands several times and 



was the scene of several battles, the one 
fought Dec. 13, 1862, known as the Battle 
of Fredericksburg, being one of the most 
sanguinary of the war. In this battle the 
Federal troops under Burnside, assisted 
by Hooker, Franklin, Meade, Gibbon, 
Doubleday and Sumner, and numbering 
about 116.000, attacked the Confederate 
Army of Northern Virginia, numbering 
78,000, and commanded by General Lee, 
assisted by Generals Longstreet and 
Jackson. The Federals were defeated 
with a loss of 12,663. The Confederate 
loss was 5,377. 

*Spot8ylvanla, Va. (population 150), the 
county seat of Spotsylvania County, Is a 
village on the Po River. Its importance 
lies in its historic interest. Here during 
the Civil War was fought the series of 
engagements around Spotsylvania Court 
House from May 8 to. May 21, 1864, be- 
tween the Army of the Potomac, com- 
manded by General Meade but directed 
by General Grant, and the army of North- 
ern Virginia under General Lee. The total 
Federal strength was 118,000, while that 
of the Confederates was 61,000. The total 
Federal loss in the series of battles was 
8499. The amount of the heavy Confed- 
erate loss is not known. The distin- 
guished Confederate cavalry leader. Gen. 
J. E. B. Stuart, was mortally wounded. 
The contest was one of the bloodiest of

Parkersburg (population 19,719 — altitude 
W ft.) is the county seat of Wood 
County. It is pleasantly situated on the 
Ohio RiYer at the mouth of the LitUe 
Kanawha, and extends for a considerable 
distance alon^ both rivers. The Ohio is 
here spanned by a railroad bridgre 1% 
miles lonff and the Little Kanawha by 
two bridges, all three beinflr flne examples 
or modem englneeringr. A system of 
dams sires slack water navigation on the 
Little Kanawha. Among the noteworthy 
buildings are the Academy of the Visita- 
tion, the Carnegie Library, the Washing- 
ton High School, the Court Hpuse, the

City Hall, the Federal Building, and the 
Logan Children's Home. Blennerhassett 
Island^ made famous by association with 
Aaron Burr schemes, and Fort Boreman, 
also of historic interest, are in sight of 
the city.

Charlottesville (population 12,000— alti- 
tude 482 ft.), called the ** Athens of the 
South/' Is the county seat of Albemarle 
County and a popular summer resort. 
On the western edge of the town is the 
T'Diversiiy of Vlrgrinia. founded 1819 by 
Thomas Jefferson, and still regrarded as 
the leading Southern university. Thje Ro- 
tunda, the central building of the Uni- 
versity, is modeled after the Pantheon 
at Rome and contains a library of 100.000 
volumes. On the Esplanade in front of 
the Rotunda Is the Ezekiel statue of 
Jefferson. Across the street Is Madison 
Hall, the home of the Y. M. C. A., whose 
^>ranch here Is the oldest college organiza- 
tion of its kind in the world. A little to 
the north stands the house of the presi- 
dent of the University. It is on strictly 
classical lines and was designed by Stan- 
ford White. Lambeth Field Is the finest 
athletic field in the South. The "West 
Range** is a long dormitory of single 
rooms with an arcade stretching along 
its length. Number 23 was the room 
occupied by President Woodrow Wilson 
while a student at the University. Num- 
ber 18, marked with a tablet, was the 
college home of Edgar Allan Poe. Close 
by the West Range is Monroe Hill, once 
the residence of President Monroe. Be- 
yond this are the University Golf Links

and the McCormick Observatory with its 
splendid 26-inch refractor telescope.

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POINTS OP INTEREST. NORFOT.K, VA. 



Norfolk, Va. (population 107,642->alti. 
tude 12 ft.), is situated on the Elizabeth 
River, 'where It Joins the Nansemond 
and James rivers, forming America's 
greatest harbor, Hampton Roads. The in- 
land water communication is farther In- 
creased by the Government's Inland 
waterway, the Albemarle and Chesapeake 
Cknal and the Dismal Swamp Canal. The 
harbor la the most Important and com- 
modious on the Atiantle coast. The chan- 
nel is S6 feet deep, with appropriations 
already made for the purpose of dredffinff 
the channel to a depth of 40 feet. Ap- 
proximately 26 steamrtilp lines enter this 
port re^ulariy. The harbor is wen forti- 
fied, the most conspicuous defense beini: 
Fort Wool and Fort Monroe, while Fort 
Storey, located at Cape Henry, Is now 
under construction, and when completed 
will be the "Gibraltar" of the Atlantic 
coast. 

The Lambert's Point terminal of the 
Norfolk A Western Railway is one of the 
largest coal and general cargo stations 
in the world; it comprises three coal 
piers, one open pier and five merchandise 
piers. The coal-dumplng ^iers have a 
maximum capacity of 120 toiis of coal per 
minute. The Virginia Railway ranks sec. 
ond as a coal-carrying line and has at 
Lambert's Point coal piers with a dump- 
ing capacity of 75 tons per minute. 

"Norfolk Towne" was founded 1082 and 
named for the old English town and 
county. In the Revolution It was the 
R*ene of a battle between the British 
under Lord Dunmore. then Governor of 
Virginia, and the Virginia sharpshooters, 
Dec. 0. 1776, resulting in the withdrawal 
of the Virginians after they had inflict^ 
a loss of 07 men on the British. Some 
weeks later Lord Dunmore bombarded the 
place with red-hot shot, setting Are to it 



and burning nine-tenths of the buildings. 
It was rebuilt and In 1846 incorporated 
as a city. In 1866 it suffered severely 
from yellow fever, after which a modem 
system of sanitation and patrol was es- 
tablished which has made Norfolk one of 
the healthiest cities on the Atlantic coast. 
During the Civil War General Taliaferro, 
in April, 1861. entered the city with a 
large body of Virginia troops, whereupon 
the Federal authorities fired the navy 
yard, but not much damage was done. 
The Confederates held the city and it was 
their naval headquarters until retaken 
by Federal forces In May. 1802. In this 
same year the celebrated battle between 
the world's first two ironclads, the "Moni- 
tor" and the "Merrimac" took place in 
Hampton Roads, opposite Norfolk. It was 
from Hampton Roads, also, that the 
American fleet, after being reviewed by 
President Roosevelt, started on its fa- 
mous trip around the world, in December, 
1907. 

Among the more prominent buildings 
are the United States Custom House, the 
City Hall. Post Ofllce, Marine Hospital, 
Sarah Leigh Hospital, the Citizens' Bank, 
the Cotton Exchange, the City Market, 
the Bank of Commerce, the Board of 
Trade, Seaboard Bank Building, the Boy- 
ster Building, the Law Buildings and the 
Carnegie Library. St. Paul's Church is 
of historic interest. It was erected in 
1737. was struck during the British bom- 
bardment of 1776, and still bears imbedded 
in its walls a shell fired from the British 
fleet. The city has many beautiful parks 
and is the seat of a Protestant Episcopal 
Bishopric. Near by are the well-known 
summer resorts of Old Point Comfort, 
Pine Beach. Ocean View, Willoughby 
Beach and Virginia Beach. 



POINTS OP INTEREST, NEWPORT NETWS, VA. 



Newport News (population 40,000 — altl- . 
tude 22 ft.), situated on the north side of 
HaiApton Roads, was founded by the late 
CoUIs P. Huntington, who also organized 
the Old Dominion Land Company and the 
Newport News Shipbuilding & Dry Dock 
Company, the largest shipbuilding plant in 
the world. The shipyard employs more 
than 10,000 men. and has on hand work 
amounting to over 1100,000.000. The 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway has its deep 
water terminal at Newport News, irtid 
this is the largest single railway terminal 
in the world. The C. & O. has a number 
of large piers directly on deep water. On 
account of the wonderful harbor this Is a 
great export town. One hundred and 
twenty-seven million bushels of grain and 
285.000 head of horses and mules were 
exported firom 1916 to May 1, 1917; 7343 
tons of coal exported from August 1, 1914, 
to May 1. 1917. This is the port designed 
by the British and French Governments 
to ship horses and mules and supplies 
during the war. 



The city has a municipal boat harbor 
on Hampton Roads. At this harbor there 
is an immense pier, where vessels may 
load and unload cargoes. The city owns 
land around this boat harbor, which it 
leases on attractive terms to industrial 
concerns. Newport News has direct 
steamship lines to the principal ports of 
Europe and South America. 

The Atlantic Coast Aeronautical School 
is located here. There is always spec- 
tacular flying to be seen. Just recently 
Aviator Stlnson has broken a number of 
records in looping and daring flying. 

Newport News is connected with Old 
Point Comfort and Hampton by electric 
trolley line. There are numerous pointp 
of interest along this line, among them 
being Old St. John's Church, Hampton 
Normal and Agricultural Institute. Na- 
tional Soldiers' Home and Fortress Mon- 
roe. The absence of extreme tempera- 
tures makes this a summer as well as 
winter resort.

POTNTS OF INTEREST, HAMPTON. VA. 



Hampton (population 5505— altitude 3 
ft.), the county seat of Elizabeth City 
County, is situated on the north side of 
Hampton Roads at the mouth of the 
James River. It is 16 miles north of 
Norfolk, with which it is connected by 
steam ferry. There are several steamship 
lines and inland communication is main- 
tained over the Chesapeake 4k Ohio raH- 
road. Fortress Monroe is 2^ miles south- 
east. Hampton is a popular resort with 
good salt water bathiug beach, but is per- 
haps most widely known as the seat of 
Hampton Normal and Agricultural Insti- 
tute, one of the pioneer institutions for 
the education of negroes and Indians. 
The Institute is situated on a plantation 
of 170 acres on the Hampton River. The 
property of the school includes 1000 acres 
of land. 140 buildings, a library of 37.000 
volumes, a gresn house and an africul* 
tural experiment station. There are 1S5 
instructors and about ISOO students. The 
male students are under military disci- 
pline and are organized in battalions of 
six companies. The girls are instructed 
in domestic and farm occupations and 
the men in trades and handicrafts. The 
most noted graduate of the school was 
Booker T. Washington, leader of the col- 
ored race. Among other features of in- 
terest at Hampton are the church of St. 
John (Protestant Episcopal), erected 1660; 
Old Point Comfort College, an artillery 
school; the Huntington Library; the Na- 
tional Soldiers' Home, which has 3500 in- 
mates; the School for Deaf and Blind Col*- 
ored Children, and the National Ceme- 
tery, having 3323 graves, of which 600 are 
of unknown dead. 



Hampton was settled some time before 
1610 on the site of the old Indian village. 
Kecoughtan, and for many years was 
known by that name. It haa been thr^ 
times destroyed by Are. twice by the 
English, once during the Revolution, once 
in the War of 1812, and in the Civil War 
It was burned in August, 1861. by a Con- 
federate force under General Magruder. 
The city has a considerable trade in agri- 
cultural produce, oysters, fish, clams and 
crabs. 

Hampton Roads is the lower part of the 
estuary of the James Itlver. The channel 
is deep and forms several fine harbors, 
especially that of Norfolk. The Roads are 
of great military importance and are de- 
fended by Fort Wool and Fort Monroe. 
During the Civil War the Roads were the 
ftene of two engagements, on successive 
days, in March. 1863. The Federal vessels 
"Conjfress," "Cumberland,** "Minnesota*" 
"Roanoke" and "St. Lawrence" were in 
the roadstead, when the Confederate iron- 
clad "Virginia" rammed the "Cumber- 
land," which, sank in three-quarters of 
an hour, and disabled, set on fii>e and 
blew up the "Congress." The other Union 
vessels escaped. The Union lees was 236 
and the Confederate 12. The following 
day occurred the famous battle between 
the "Virginia" and the Federal ironclad 
"Monitor," which though not a conclu- 
sive victory for the Federals, resulted in 
the retirement of the "Virginia** in a dis- 
abled condition and protected the Federal 
ships from further attack.

Doubleday, 
who was sent by Governor Sprague of 
Rhode Island to stop the rebels, may be 
seen on Doubleday hill, overlooking the 
Potomac River. Gen. Lee crossed the 
Potomac at this same point on his retreat 
from the battle of Gettysburg. The An- 
tietam battlefield is but ten miles away.

These^ maps are compiled from government survey 
sheets and are brought up to date each year from data gath- 
ered by Blue Book scout cars.

DELAWARE 



The little state of Delaware, next to 
Rhode Island, Is the smallest in the Un- 
ion. In the northern part, along the 
Delaware - River, there are some rolling 
lands. Below New Castle the only ele- 
vation from the dead level is a sandy 
ridge about 70 feet high running north 
and south near the western boundary. 
This ridge has numerous swampy tracts. 

Delaware Bay separates the state from 
the southern part of New Jersey. The 
entrance between Capes May, N. J., and 
Henlopen, Del., is 13 miles. The greatest 
breadth of the bay is 26 miles. Along 
the coast are salt marshes frequented by 
ducks, teal and wild geese. The Dela- 
ware and Chesapeake Canal, finished in 



1829, extends from Delaware City, Del., 
to Chesapeake City, Md., a distance of 
12% miles. It connects the two great 
bays and affords passage for coasting 
vessels and small steamers. 

Delaware was once famous for its line 
grade of wheat, and whUe It still pro- 
duces considerable crops of this and other 
cereals, it is today eminently a tmit- 
growing state. Its climate is mild and 
fiivorable, the northern and central parts 
being very healthful. 

In the Revolution Delaware's sons. suf- 
fered at Valley Forge and served in 
numerous battles. It was on Delaware's 
soil at Cooch's Bridge that the Stars and 
Stripes were first carried in battle. 



DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 



The District of Columbia is weU re- 
nowned as containing our national Cap- 
ital, Washington. After much earnest 
discussion following the Revolutionary 
war, it was finally decided that here on 
the banks of the Potomac should be 
transacted the nation's business. The 



district originally was ten miles square. 
It now comprises 69 square miles, land 
and water. The face of the country is 
undulating, has fine hills and picturesque 
vallejrs. The history of Washington (see 
pages 778-792) Is practically the history of 
the District of Columbia. 



MARYLAND 



Maryland was one of the thirteen orig- 
inal states, the seventh to Join the Un- 
ion. Chesapeake Bay almost bisects the 
state, the divisions being known as the 
Eastern and Western Shores. The West- 
em Shore is also known as Southern 
Maryland. The E^astem Shore is level 
and sandy. It has no great elevation at 
any point, although there are some good 
sized hills in the northern part, while in 
the south it is somewhat wooded and 
swampy. The western half of the state 
is in sections crossed by steep, parallel 
ridges of the Alleghany system intervened 
by picturesque* elevated valleys known as 
"glades." The highest elevations of the 
state scarcely exceed. 2,000 ft. Dan's 
Rock is 2.882 feet and Sampson Rock 
2,942 ft. in altitude. 



The climate of Maryland is shifting 
and Intermediary between the severe 
northern and mild southern winters. The 
low temperature of mqre northern local- 
ities occur, but the duration of cold and 
amount of snowfall are less. Changes of 
temperature are frequent and vary great- 
ly with the altitude and distance from 
the sea. The climate of the E;astem Shore 
is moist and humid. In general, flrosts 
occur from October 1 to April 15. 

One of the most important industries 
of the state is its oyster fisheries, the 
oysters of Chesapeake Bay being famous 
for their size and excellence. A small 
fleet of armed boats, called the oyster 
navy, belonging to the state, polices the 
beds to prevent illegal fishing. 



NEW JERSEY 



New Jersey was one of the original 
thirteen states and played an important 
part in the Revolutionary war. The 
Blue or Kittatlnny and the Highland 
(sometimes known as Schooley moun- 
tains), traverse the northwestern part of 
the state. The greatest altitude of these 
mountains is 1,800 ft. Much of the south- 
em part of New Jersey is sandy and 
level. The climate is healthful, although 
there are stretches where malarial fevers 



prevail. The summer temperature aver- 
ages 67 degrees in the north and about 
76 degrees in the south. The Palisades of 
the Hudson, the Passaic Falls at Pater- 
son, lakes Hopatcong and Greenwood, 
are all very interesting and striking 
features of the state. New Jersey also 
has any number of sAendid and faehion- 
able watering places, such as Atlantic 
City, Cape May and Long Branch.

PENNSYLVANIA 



Pennsylvania is called the Keystone 
State, as it was the seventh or central 
one in order of the original thirteen 
states. It is traversed by various ranges 
of mountains, has numerous noted min- 
eral springs, among which are those at 
York, Doubling Gap and Bedford, and is 
renowned for its stores of coal, iron, pe- 
troleum and natural gas. In the west 
central part of the state are the immense 
bituminous fields, while in the northeast 
and central parts (in the Wilkes-Barre- 



Scranton district) millions of tons of an- 
'thracite . are mined annuaUy. The iron 
ore is obtained principally from the Corn- 
wall -Lebanon magnetite region.. 

The climate of Pennsylvania in general 
is similar to that enjoyed by the middle 
temperate regions. It has a fair share of 
rain and suffers neither from extreme 
heat nor cold, although in the mountain 
regions 20 degrees below is sometimes 
experienced. 



WEST VIRGINIA 



West Virginia is the youngest state 
east of the Mississippi River and the 
most irregular in outline of all the states. 
It is, in allusion to its form, popularly 
known as the Fan -Handle State, the 
Pan-Handle being the narrow projection 
to the northward between Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. The state may roughly be 
divided into two sections^the western, 
consisting of nearly horizontal beds of 
limestone, sandstone and shale; and the 
eastern, made up of a series of parallel 
ridges and valleys. The mountain ridges 
of this eastern section rise to a height of 
4,000 ft., the highest point in the state 
being Spruce Knob (4,860 ft.). 

The natural wonders of West Virginia 
are numerous. Among them may be 
mentioned the Hawk's Nest or Marshall's 
Pillar, an overhanging precipice more 
than 1,200 ft. high, and the canyons of 
New River; the Hanging Rocks and Ice 
Mountain in Hampshire County; the 



Trough and Lost River In Hardy County; 
the Mountain Gate below Moorefleld and 
the Image Rocks below Petersburg; 
Greenland Gap In Grant County; the 
Mouth of Seneca in Randolph County, 
and Organ Cave in Monroe County. Al- 
most the entire state is underlaid with 
coal beds and it ranks second in pro- 
duction of this commodity. 

The climate of West Virginia is salu- 
brious and agreeable. The warm season 
is long, but the heat is never intense, 
rangring in the southern part of the state 
from 72 to 77 degrees Fahrenheit. A 
semi-tropical vegetation flourishes every- 
where and the flora and fauna are as 
varied and beautiful as can be found 
any place in the United States. The first 
inhabitants of this region were the 
mound builders, whose relics are scat- 
tered over the state. Mammoth Mound, at 
MoUndsviUe, being one of the largest of 
its class in the country.

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, DOMINION OF CANADA 



Am«iio«n Tourists Exempt for SO days 

Under a recent niUnir. the Canadian Customs Department now permits American 
automobilists to tour (for pleasure purposes only) in the Dominion of Canada for a 
period of SO days by simply applsinsT to the Collector at the frontier port for a permit : 
it is. therefore, no lonsrer necessary to obtain a Customs bond if the stay does not 
exceed this period. 

For a stay of more than 30 days, but not exceedinar six months, it is necessary in 
order to avoid payment of the duty to secure a bond for double the estimated duties, 
based on appraisement of the car by the Customs officer, said bond to be guaranteed 
by two Canadian citisens approved by the Collector of Customs. Also, a deposit of 
twenty-five dollars, which is returned upon the exportation of the car. To avoid the 
tiresome formalities of bonding, etc.. automobilists may avail themselves of the special 
arrangement which a number of Customs Brokers have with the Dominion authorities, 
whereby they are able to furnish bonds and customs touring permit for a fee of five 
dollars, no cash deposit being -required. This permit can be mailed to the home of the 
intended tourist, and is good for crossing into Canada at any point on the frontier 
without formality and also for re-entry Into the United States at the same or any 
other port of exit. 



UNITED STATES CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 

Qovernlng the importation of Foreion -owned. Foreign -built Automobiles Into the 

United States 

(a) Automobiles of foreign or domestic origin owned abroad and brought across 
the boundary line by the owners for their personal use may be admitted, without 
formal entry, for a stay of not more than 10 days, upon the identity of such owner 
being established by the production of a certificate from the American Consul of the 
district in which he resides, or a certificate from a recognised automobile club, or 
other satisfactory evidence. If the collector is satisfied that the machine Is being 
brought for the personal use of the owner, he will pass the same and issue a cer- 
tificate to the owner, which will be delivered by the owner to the customs officers at 
the port of exit, and forwarded to the collector at the port of arrival. This provision 
applies only to automobiles driven across the boundary line. 

(b) If the stay be for more than 10 days and less than six months: In this case a 
bond is required for double the value of the estimated duty. Sureties must be real- 
denU and citizens of the United States, and not less than two will be accepted; or 
such bond may be signed by a bonding company authorized to do business in the 
United States. Otherwise proceedings are the same as in the case of the 10-day 
permit. 

Foreign owners of American -built machines must in all cases report to the CbUector 
of Customs at the port of entry, but consular certificate of identification or bond wlU 
not be required. The usual customs certificate for presentation to the Collector at 
the port of exit wilL however, be granted in the same manner as required in case of 
foreign-built automobiles.
